They were glorious Images and Refemblances of the 
Deity; aud flood in the Liſe, Light, and Love, of the Tri-

But Luciſer, the Son of the Morning, ſeeking to enter into 
tae firſt Properties of Life, and turning his flrong Will and 
Defire towards them, awakened Wrath. in Nature; and found 
himſelf ſhut up in his own chains of Darkneſs, together with 
all his Legions, who joined with him in his Rebellion; and 
thus one third Part of the Stars of Heaven fell into the dark 
Centre of Nature, and became incapable of bringing forth 
any Thing but Darknefs, and Diſorder around them. 

Thus we can account for the Earth being without Form, 
and void; and Darkneſs covering the deep: A State which 
had no Poſſibility of Exiſtence, till the Fall of Angels had in- 
Lroduced it into their Kingdom. Z 

Now while the Good and Evil were at Strife with each 
other, the glorious God ſtopped the Progreſs of the Evil, by 
Joining his Power to the firſt Property of the Defire, which 
became the. Almighty Fiat; by which he congealed the 
whole together into ſolid Bodies; and thereby prevented the 
Angels from introducing any more Wrath and Darkneſs inte

Then the Spirit of God ** brooded upon the Face 6f the 


Deep;“ baptizing the ſame with Light; that the heavenly - 


Properties might be awakened or ſtirred up; that fo Paradiſe 


might cover the Earth, hide the Curſe, and bring forth its own 
proper Fruit. 


After the Fortnation of all other Things; God ſaid ** Let 


us make Man in our own Image after our Likeneſs; &c.” 
8 God created Man in his own Image, forming him ot 

of the three Principles, viz. the Fire, which is the Root of 
all Life, the Water, or Meekneſs neceſſary to qualify it, and 
the Principle called the third, viz, of this outward World, or 
Nature; which it was neceſſary ſhould be in him, in order 
that he might rule over the whole lower Creation, and bring 
forth the Wonders of God therein; till it ſhould return again 
into the heavenly Subſtantiality, from which 'it was ſeparated, 
Thus was Adam created in the Image of God; having in 


himſelf a Birth of Life from the Father, Son, and Spirit. He 


had alſo the whole human Nature undivided in him ; for he 
was both Male and Female in one. 


| He had Power over all the Elements, and over all the rea- 


tures: Fire could not burn, nor Water drown him, neither 
could the Air ſuffocate him, nor the Earth hinder his Courſe : 


All the Creatures obeyed him; he knew all their Natures, in 


an angelical Manner; and was able to bring forth the Won« 
ders of God in this World, without feeling, knowing, or 
ſeeing the Good, or Evil hid therein, He was joined with 
the pure Virgin of the Wiſdom of God, hat was the Wife of 
his Youth, Fol whom by his Fall he was ſeparated. 

As his Soul was pure, ſo was his Body ; quite different 
from our dead, dark; grols, corrupted Bodies: His was lumin- 
ous, ægile, ſpiritual, as the Reſurrection Bodies ſhall be. 

Now we may ſee the true Nature of his Trial; it was not 
arbitrarily impoſed upon him by God ; neither was the Tree 
of Knowledge planted in the Garden on Purpoſe to tempt him, 
as is commonly ſuppoſed, | 1 

Underſtand the Matter thus : | Tn 
Adam had in him the three Principles as mentioned before ; 
now each of theſe ſought to bring forth ics Wonders in him, 
and to one or the other his Will muſt of Neceſſity incline. 
The Root of Fire attracted him; the Meekneſs of the 
Light waited for him; and the Principle of the great World 
alſo drew him. Now his Eyes were fhut as to the beaſtly 
Life, he knew not the Good and Evil which it contained ; he 
was to rule the Elements, and Creatures, by Virtue of the 

| Connection 
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Connection he had with them in the third Principle; but hé 
was to take Care not to awaken their life in himſelf, nor fall 
under SubjeRtion co them; bur to draw the whole temporary 
Nature back again from wheuce ir had fallen. 

He ſhouid have ſet his Will eatirely towards che divine 
Virgia, ard not have lutted after th-.animal Life, 

Here then was the Bee: ginning of his D-feftion ; he defired 
to know the Good and Evil th-re& was in the Creation: This 

produced in him a ſtrong Laitiog, which, by Virice of the 
great Power he had over the Earth, "Rirred the Wrath that 
was kidden thereing which fprung ap ad bought forth its 
poiſonous Fruit, in he T 1e 91 Deayh. 

No ſooner had this Tree iprung up, bot ihe 7 nerciful « GoD 
gave him W arning of it, charging bim not to touch it, al. 

luriog bim chat Death would de ine immediate Conſequence; 
becauſe cating of that Tres would open in him tne cattly 
Life, and would ex:inguith che Life ot Heaven in which he 
ſtosc “. 

But as his Luſt had conceived, and the fatal Tree _— 
brought torth, the Drawing became ſtronger, than before; 16 
that his Fall became almolt inevitable, ot at leaſt his Trial 

was harder than before, according to the Nature of the Power 
Tg of Attraction, as the Dehice began to be awakened. f 

Thus he ſunk down into >leep chrough the Power of Long- 
ing, by which he began to be captivated, 

Then GOP laid, Jt is not good for Man to be alone, e. 
This ſhows the Defe&ion was begun; becaule at his firſt Cre- 

vation it was geo, aad very good; pronounced thus by GOD 
himſelf: 

Therefore to prevent (if pc ble) his falling 3 into the beaſtial 
Life, or in caſe of the Compltsion of his Fall, e provide a Re- 
medy, GOD ſeparated. the Female Part from him, formed a 
Woman, os whoin he mizht place his Os and ſtill re- 
main ignorant of. the animal Life. ; .

This divine Seed is the only Beginning and PoſGbility of 

a new Life; and unleſs the Means of Grace can reach that 
hidden Spark, they can do us no Good, And it is alſo cer- 
tain, that unleſs there was a Seed hidden in our Souls, ca- 
pabie of being raiſed, up by the Power and Altraction of 
Chrift, nothing from without could take any Effect upon ue, 
or raiſe up the divine Life in us, any more than the Sun, Air, 

and Water of this World, could caufe a Flint to vegetate, 

like a Corn of Wheat, or any other Seed. For as Vegetation 

is produced by the Power of the Elements attracting the Seed, 
which has their Nature ſhut up in it, and which longs to 
break forth out of a State of Confinement, ſo Chriſt raiſes up 

the divine Life, by attracting that in us which is an Emanation 
from him, and longs for his coming, as the impriſoned Seed, 
. hut up in Death and Darkneſs, longs for the nn of A 
the Heavens to raiſe it up to Life. | 
Here we fee there is nothing arbitrary; all is natural > BM 
throughout the whole Proceſs ; nothing can riſe up but ac- 8 1 
cording to the Poſſibilities of Nature. If the beſt of Seed was v 
ſown, and you ſhould cover it over wich Stones, or hard Bo- no 
d es, and then blame the Sun, becauſe it did not cauſe the T 
ſame to ſpring up and grow; it would be a faint Picture of the * 
Impiety of thoſe who blame the bleſſed Jeſus, that Salvation 


doth not come to them; for ali that hinders the divine Life WJ ; 
from ſpringing up in every Heart, is the Oppoſicions that are 
made to it, the Obſtructions that hinder it. oY 


No as it is impoſſible for the Sun, Water, and[Air, to raiſe 
up the beſt of Seed, if coyered over with Mountains of Rocks, * 
till they are removed or diſſolved; ſo we may account why \ 
all are not brought alike ſoon ard eafily to the State of di- V 
vine Life in Crit; it is becauſe of different Obſtructions 
that hinder. As in one Place Chriſt could not do many migh- 7 
ty Works becauſe of their Unbelief; and at another Time ſaid,.,. 
% How hardly ſpall they that have Riches enter into the Kings Q 


dom of God, 105 | C& 
It is eaſter for a Camel te go through the Eye of a Needle, 
than for a rich Man to enter into the Kingdom of God.” . 8

Herein ſtands the whole Foundation of the Goſpel ; E b= 
have loſt the divine Life, and have raiſed up in ourſelves the Ny

Life of this World, by * into pi Spirit of the ſame. 
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Now could GOD by an arbitrary Act have raiſed us up, 
he would have done it; he wanted not Love; but we had 
died to that Life, which we had from the Son of GOD, and 
opened in ourſelves the Life of the Beaſt; which of Neceflity 
mult bs'{acrificed, deſtroyed, and {lain, in order that the former 
ſhould riſe up in its primitive Perfection, and bring forth a 
Birth of itſelf. within us. And thus we find and fee the Ne- 
ce ſſity of the Son of GOD's being an inſpoken Seed, and be- 
coming Man, going through all tne Stages of our Life, from 
his Bicth to his Death. It was that he might deſtroy the Na+ 
ture of the old Man in us, that he might raiſe up the new 
Man, or give us a Principle of Life divine, and thereby be- 
ceme as truly, and in as proper a Senſe our Dather as Adam 
Was. VVV ; 
That as we received a fallen eorrupt Nature from Adam, 
fo we might be made Partakers of à divine Natuie from 
Therefore all the Diſpenſations of GOD under the Law, 
Prephets, or Goſpe!, were calculated for the ſame Purpoles ; 
Viz, that Sin might be manifelied and deſtroyed, and the Liſe, 
or Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, might be revealed and reftored, 

Thus we read, Moreover the Law entered that the Offence 
might bound; that **it was added, becauſe of, Tran/grejions, till 
the Seed ſoould come, to whem the Promiſe was made,” Sc. Rom. 
. 30. Gal iii. 19. 5 Re 

All the Sacrifices {lain, offered, conſumed and eaten, point- 
ed out the Neceſſity of Chri/?'s taking our Nature upon him, 
and ſacrificing that Life Which belonged to this World, which 
he overcame; and giving his ſpiritual Fleſh and Blood to be- 
come in us a new Life, and the Support of it, as really as we 
had derived an earthiy beaftial Life from Adam, which was 
ſupported with the Food produced: by theſe Elements. 
Ihe Blood of Cori was ſhed for us, to deſtroy, by its pow- 
erful Efficacy, ail. che Evil in fallen Nature; a glorious Pie- 
ſage of . which was ſeen when it was poured out ; it cauſed 
the Rocks 10 ſpin, the Vail to be rent in twain, the Earth to 
quake, the Graves to open. Its Power over fallen Nature is 
increaſing every Pay; this cauſes ſuch uuiverſal Commotions, 
and I; will ſhake, and remove all Things that can be ſhaken, 
till all Natuie ſhajl be ſukject to Chrif, and Evil be no more. 
Now we ſec the Neceſhty of the whale Proceſs of Chriſt, 
agiecable to the Scriptures, that “ Foraſmuch as the Chilarer: 
ere Partakers of Ficſh and Blood, he alſo himſelf likewiſe tack 
Part of the Jame, that through Death he might deſtroy bim that 
had the Power of Death, that is the Devil,” Heb. ii. 14.

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He went through every Stage of our Lives, overcame all 
the Evil in Nature in his own Body, that we through him 
might overcome all; he paſſed through Death, died out of 
the Worid into Paradiſe, as Adam died out of Paradiſe inte 
the World; he poured out his Biood in the Gate of the ſecond 
Death, to break the Power of the fame, that he might ſet the 
Priſoners free; and thus exactly reverſed all that the firſt Jaem 
had done; that he might become the Fountain and Father 
of all his wretched Progeay, and reſtore to us all that we have 
loſt. 5 5 

Now the whole Proceſs of Chri/?, from his becoming the 
inſpoken Word; or Seed of the Woman, till he ſhall reſign 
the Kingdom to the Father, is, and will be of Uſe to us, in 
theſe rwo Reſpetts: _. 3 5 8 

Firſt, to deſtroy that Life of Fleſh and Blood, which cannot 
enter into the Kingdom of Heaven; and ſecondly, to raiſe up . 
in us that divine Image, Righkteou!neſs, or Life, that may fit 
us to ſfand in his Preſence, The whole of Religion is con- 
tained here; the one Thing needful is, to have the Proceſs of 
Chriſt carried on in us; till we ſtand complete in that divine 
Nature which we derive from him, Here let us be willing to 
have the Fleſh of the natural Man poured out like Dung, 
and his Blood like Duſt, that we may be clothed with that 
Righteouſneſs of Chri/, in which alone we can ſtand in the 
Preſence of the Lord. 9 1 we . 

This, whether it be called the wedding Garment, the 
Houſe from Heaven, the fine Linen, the Righteouſneſs of 
Saints, the Righteouſneſs of Chri/, Juſtification, or any other 
Name, is the ſame Thing; and is, when complete, the, whole 
we need to make us happy; for though it is called by various 
Names, it no more intends different Things, than Chrift is 
different from Jeſus, or the Lamb of GOD, or the Bread of 
Life, or the Foundation Stone, or Saviour of the World; for 
all theſe Expreſſions are uſed of him, not to divide his Per- 
fections, but to ſhew his Suitableneſs to our Needs. 

„It would be well for Mankind if they would la, aſide 
all Strife about Words and Names, and attend wholly te 
this © one Thing needful,“ to have Chri/ formed in 
them, the Hope of Glory.” Perhaps ſome may think we 
ſet up. ſomething within, in the Room of Chrif, as 
diſtinct from the Son of GOD, born of Mary; but that is as 
falſe a Suppoſition, as though any ſhould aſſert, that when [ 
fay, the Sun is in the Houſe, I mean ſomething diſtinct from 
the Sun in. the Firmament; when they muſt know that I 
mean the Rays of that one Body that enlightens on whole 
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| World; is the ſame in all Parts of it, the Whole to every 


an, yet is but the ſame to all, in all, and fer all; that ſhines 
every where freely, where it meets with no Obſtruction. 

Or if I was to ſay, There muſt be the Nature of Fire, Water 
and Air, in a Seed, in order to produce Vegetation or Growth ; 
they ſhould imagine that I ſet up the Elements within, as di- 
ftin& from thoſe without it, when it would eaſily appear that 
I intended a Birth of the ſame. ® 

For if chere was not the Nature of the Sun in the Grain, the 
Sun could not draw it up out of the earthly Part, leaving the 
Huſk to die in the Ground: Yet was, not the Sun to ſhine ſo 
as to reach it with his Beams, it never could riſe up to Life. 

This ſhows plainly the Neceſſity of Chris coming into 
the W.. id, in order to raiſe up that Life which was loſt ; b 
calling forth through kis divine Influences, that Seed __ 
= _ planted in Man, which was an Emanation from him- 
elf. | 
So we may confider the Seed of the Woman as Chri/t him- 
ſelf, whether as inſpoken to Adam, manifeſted to Abraham, 
revealed to Mo/es and the Prophets, or born of Mary: In his 
Birth, Life, Death, Reſurrection, Aſcenſion, Seſſion at 
GOD's right Hand, and Interceſſion there, he is carrying on 
the ſame work which he begun in Adam; and only differs 
from it, as the ſeveral Manifeſtations of the Sun, until it 
comes to the Meridian, differs from the firſt Break of Day. 
Therefore the Light of Chri/# in Man is not ſomething diſtinct 
from divine Revelation, much leis in Oppoſition to it; but is

the Bible and read, and they will ſee it as plain as the Sun.

But ſurely the Objectors do not mean by this to infinuats 
that the Blood of the Saviour, that precious Blayd, is nat 
able to deliver Souls ont of Hell: Since we read; Zech. ix 11. 
«« As for thee alſo, by the Blood of thy Covenant | nave teat 
forth thy Priſoners out of the Pit wherein z5 rio Water.“ We 
believe that the Blood of Chrift is able to ſave to the utter- 
moſt; and is ſtrong enough te oreak the Power of Sin, Death, 


and Hell. 


By the Ranſom ſpoken of in the Text, we may underſtand 
Strength, Riches, Wiſdom; &c. as it is explained in the 19:h 
Verſe; © Will he eſteem thy Riches? Ne, not Gold no all 
the Forces of Strength.“ As alſo in Pſa m xlix. 6, 7, 8, g. 
«© They that truſt in their Wealth, and boaſt themſelves in 
the Multitude of their Riches j none Fibem can by any Maas 
redeem hit Brother, nor give to God a Ranſom for ham (for 
the Redemption Of their Soul iv precious, and it ceaſeth fot 
ever). Taat he ſhou'd {till live forever; and not fee Corrup- 
tion.” From all which, carefully compared with the Reſt of 
Scripture, we find the meaning of the Words to be, that 
great Sum, or Ranſom, cannot deliver from the Stroke o 
Death. This we know to be true; but nothing in this Paſs 
ſage tends to depreciate the B. ood of Chr, nor ro ſhow that 
it cannot be effsctual to loſt Souls. ʒr ny 

The Caſe ot the rich Man is frequently Brought to prove 
that Miſery will endure to all Eternity, It is {aid by ſome, 
that ©* as he was denied a Drop of Water, it.cannot be ex- 


pected that his Sufferings will ever have an End.” To this 


it may be anſwered, that it was neceſſary and right that he 
ſhould have © Judgment without Mercy, who ſhewed no Mer- 
ey, James ii. 13.“ and be deprived of every zenſe of Com- 
fort, in Order that be might come to feel his Miſery, and 
fubmit to the Saviour: but Nothing can be copciuged from 
hence againſt the Reſtoration, ſince it is ſaid, Zech. ix. 11, 
* As for thee alſo, by the Blood of thy Cov=nanc 1 have 
ſent forth thy Priſoners out of the Pic wherein is nv Water.” 
Now there cannot be fuch a Place in this Life or Wor'dz 
there is always ſome Cordial in che moſt, bitter Cup; therefore 
the Pit where no Water is, mult be Hell itſelf. 

_ Chriſt calls Hell A Furnace of Fire,” Matt; xiii. 42, 50. 
Golden Ore is thrown into the Furnace io be melted, aud 
refined, not deſtroyed or annihilated ; as it is Caſt there to 


be purified by Fire, it is well known that po ater muſt come 


to it during the Seaſon of its Refinement, even though it

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3 the Intention of the ſame, which is to purge the 


old from the Droſs; which when it is once done, the Fire 
hath no Power over it at all; it can never loſe any Thing 
more.

This Gulph is Sin, or the Want of the New Birth, without 
which no Man can enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, Ic is 
evident therefore that there was a who'ie Birth be:ween them, 
and as it is impoſſible for any to go into Miſery or Pain that 
are perfectly holy, ſo alſo for any to enter into Happineſs un- 


til they are free from Sin, and become as pure as Light it-

This concludes Nothing againſt the final Reſtoration, bot 
ews it muſt be effected by a new Birth of tne divine Life 

produces in every one. | 
The rich Man ſeems not to have loft the Spark of the di- 

vine Life; nor the immortal Seed, ſince he earneſtiy denred 


that“ his Brethren might not come into the Place of Torment 


where he was.” This ſhows him not to have been ſo loſt to 
Virtue as Satan, fince the Devil and his Angels, though mi- 
ſerable themſelves, ſeek to make all Men fo too, notwith- 
ſtanding it increaſes their Torment. Add to all this, that 
Abraham calls the rich Man “ Son,” and puts him in Mind 
of the Difference between -him and Lazarus in their Lives, 
and the Reaſonableneſs of the preſent different States they 
were in, and I think it will appear that Nothing can be 
concluded from his Caſe in Favour of Damnation without 
End. For in Cale that he was to be puniſhed to all eternal 
Ages, there could be no Kind of Proportion between the Suf- 
ferings, Torments, and evil Things of Lazerzs, and thoſe 
T'nings which he endured ; whereas it is intimated, that all 
are dete mined by exact Weight, Number, and Meaſure.

It is frequently urged as an unanſwerable Objection 
againſt the D-Qiine ot Univerſal Reſtoration, that Chrif did 
not pray for all, and therefore did not die for all, and of 
Conſequence all ihali never be reſtored. This is taken from 
Johs xvii. 9. I pray for them: I pray not for the World, 
but tor them which thou haſt given me, for they are thine.” 
In che firſt Part of the Chapter, from the 9g h to the 2oth 
Verſe, it is evident that our Lord prays for his choſen Diſci- 
ples or Apoſtles, and for them only, as will appear to any 
one who reads with Attention; but in the 20th Verſe he ex- 
tends much tarther in theſe Words, “ Neither pray I for theſe 
alone, but for them alſo which thall believe on me through theig. (' 
Word.“ | 7 

Now it is evident, that our Lord did not pray for all in the 
ninth Verſe for whom he died; for had that been the Caſe, 
he would not have ealarged his Praver is the twentieth Verſe, 
which he has done; and in ns 2ill ard 234 Verſes, he has 
prayed for the whole Wo'{o, hat the wavie World might 
have that Faith and Knowledge which is Life erernal ; Verſe 
3, And this is Lite eternal, that they might know thee the 
only tru: God, and Jeu Chriſt whom thou traſt ſent,” He 
prays, „That they all may be one, as thou, Father, art in 

| me, 
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me; and I in thee, that thay alſo may be one in us; that the 
WORLD may BELIEVE that thou haſt fent me; l in 
them, and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in 
one, and that the WORLD may KNOW that thou haſt ſent 
me, and haſt loved them as thod haſt loved me.” Here the 
ultimate Deſign of Chriff's praying for the Unity of che true 
Believers ſeems to be ihe Salvation of the World, So that it. 
is evident en-ugh thai Nothing can be concluded from this 
Chapter, or Prayer, againſt the Reſtoration ; but much is here 
ſaid in its Favour, as Chriff has evidently prayed for all.

This 
is a ſufficient Anſwer,

The other nonſenſical! Opinion that I have keard advanced; 
is, that Chriſ prayed in the ninth Verſe for the whole World 
of Men, but not for the Worid of Sin. But according to 
that Notion, he prayed in the twentiech Verſe not only for 
all Men, but for all Sin that ſhou}d believe on him through 


the Word of all Men; and finally for ali the World of Sin; 


that it might come to know and believe that G OD had lent 
Chriſt.
